REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 are currently pending in the present patent application. In the 
subject Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement The 
Examiner stated that the claims contain subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention, since there is no figure or mention of an actuator having "at 
least one surface with a larger area than other surfaces" as noted in claims 1 and 3. 

Applicants respectfully wish to point out that on page 5, lines 22-23, it is 
stated that "The preferred shape is a strip or a fiber, and fibers can be solid or 
hollow, although any shape may be used." Additionally, describing the polyaniline 
strip shown in Fig. 1, on page 5, lines 4 and 5, it is stated that "The polyaniline strip 
used had dimensions approximately 0.4 mm x 0.9 mm x 4 mm." Clearly, the two 
surfaces having dimensions 0.4 mm x 0.9 mm have greater area than the four 
surfaces having dimensions 0.4 mm x 0.4 mm. 

The polymer strip described in EXAMPLE 1 (page 7, lines 17-19) had 
dimensions 0.9 mm x 4 cm x 400 pm. The surfaces having dimensions 0.9 mm x 4 
cm have considerably greater area than those having dimensions 0.9 mm x 400 
pm. Moreover, the solid fiber described in EXAMPLE 2 had a diameter of 105 pm 
and a length of 4 cm (page 8, lines 19-21 and Fig. 2). The conjugated polymer films 
described on page 9, lines 12-15, and in Figs. 7a and 7b, also comply with the 
limitations set forth in amended claims 1 and 3. 

Therefore, applicants believe that the limitation "having at least one surface 
with a larger area than other surfaces" finds ample support in the Specification and 
Figures of the present patent application, as originally filed. 
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For these reasons, applicants believe that claims 1-4, as amended, are in 
condition for allowance, and such action by the Examiner at an early date being 
earnestly solicited. Reexamination and reconsideration are respectfully requested. 
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
